It is not solicitous, it 
never has been, about the methods 
or ways in which that protection 
shall be accomplished, whether by 
formal treaty stipulation or formal 
convention; whether by action of 
judicial tribunals or that of mili- 
tary force. 

Protection in fact to American 
lives and property is the sole point 
upon which the United States are 
tenacious.

P.).—Two hundred well-armed liberals 
occupied Nandaime today, the small

Without his consent,-Gould said, his 
New York associates paid $100,000 to 
the campaign fund of the conservative 
party of the Canadian province but 
that he later learned that “Premier 
Flemming got most of it.” 

Senator Gould told the committee 
he had been held up all along the way 
in building the road, until it ran into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, by 
violations of agreements and promises 
on the part of Canadian Officials. 

Finally his partners “got enough” 
and withdrew from the operations, he 


said, and eventually he was driven out 
when he refused to pay $50,000 to 
Premier Clark, who succeeded Flem- 
ming. 

The arrangement for the $100,000 
contribution, the Maine senator said, 
was made in Ottawa unknown to him.

$6,000,000 IN DEALS 
PUT THROUGH ON AIR 


Line Is Kept Working Until 
6:30—Associated Press Is 
Told of Wales’ Plan. 


New York, Jan. 7 (By A. P.).—The 
English accent and the voice of New 
York passed each. other in midair and 
midocean today, in more than 40 dif- 
ferent conversations, marking the suc- 
cessful inauguration of the first trans- 
atlantic radio telephone service on a 
commercial scale. 

In less than an hour, flying on waves 
with the speed of light, business to the 
extent of more than $6,000,000 had been 
transacted by bankers, a news agency 
had received the first commercial ra- 
dio telephone news dispatch sent from 
London, and business men and others 
were waiting for the wire. 

Thereafter, from before noon until 
6:30 o’clock in the evening in New York 
and 11 o’clock in the night at London, 
the line was busy, with business, com- 
ment on the times and the weather 
and occasional staccate outbursts of 
static. 

The line was officially opened at 8:44 
a. m., when President Walter S. Gif- 
ford, of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., took down the receiver 
and asked to be connected with Sir 
G. Evelyn P. Murray, of the British 
general postoffice. 

Converse Across 3,500 Miles. 

A half minute later the two were 
talking, seated some 3,500 miles apart, 
with high seas, western England, New 
England and 6,300 miles of “circuit 
route” between them. 

It was the last auspicious conversa- 
tion of the day. For despite its cere- 
monial significance, static, the invisi- 
ble enemy of radiated speech, crashed 
and spit, as the waves of talk from 
London came through the air across 
the Atlantic near Houlton, Me., the 
American receiving station. 

During the five minutes, 
London repetitions were necessary, New 
York apparently suffering from Lon- 
don’s lack of a short-wave sending sys- 
tem, such has helped carry the New York 
voices eastward. Within half an hour, 
sending seemed clearer, conversers re- 
ported. 

Newspapers and the Associated Press 
were the first to avail themselves of 
the new means of communication. 
Adolph 8S. Ochs, publisher of the New 
York Times, was called to talk to 
Geoffrey Dawson, editor of the Lon- 
don’ Times, at 8:56 a. m., seven minutes 
after the inauguration call had ended 
and President Gifford, sitting among 
reporters, photographers and officials of 
the company, had hung up the re- 
ceiver. 

At ten and one-half minutes past 
9 o’clock the editors of the London Ex- 
press and the New York Evening Worla 
were chatting together over the fact 
that the sun was shining in London as 
well as in this city. the call came 
through from London. 

The Associated Press at 10:02 a. m. 
called its London bureau from New

Baseball Czar to Give His 
Decision on Scandal 
Wednesday. 


MONEY NOT A BRIBE, 
ACCUSED MAINTAIN 


Players to Be Banished if 
Guilty; Exiled Mate 
Supports Risberg. 


Chicago, Jan. 7 (By A. P.).—Investi- 
gation of the 1917 baseball scandal end- 
ed with surprising suddenness tonight, 
after two days of hearings. 

Kenesaw Mountain Landis, $65,000- 
a-year commissioner of baseball, who 
acted as judge, jury and inquisitor in 
the dramatic trial, announced he would 
give his decision involving the fate of 
some of the greatest stars in the game 
at 10 o’clock next Wednesday morning. 

If found guilty, these players will be 
banished from organized baseball, as 
were their accusers, Swede Risberg and 
Chick Gandil, cast out of the game for 
their connection with the crooked 
world’s series of 1919. 

Risberg charged, and Gandil today 
substantiated his story, that the White 
Sox pooled $45 apiece to pay the Tigers 
for “sloughing” the four-game series to 
the White Sox September 2 and 3, 1917, 
so the White Sox could edge out Boston 
in the race for the American league 
pennant. 

Players Deny Charges. 

Branding these charges an “absolute 
lie,” 34 players of the past and present, 
members of those teams, declared the 
pool was a present for the Tiger vic- 
tories over Boston. In support of this, 
Bill James, the Detroit pitcher, who re- 
ceived the money from the Sox—Ris- 
berg and Gandil—testified they told 
him it was for the Tigers’ good work in 
beating Boston. 

James denied vigorously Gandil’s 
story that the two had framed the 
1917 Labor day series. 

According to James, Gandil made him 
an offer of $200 for each Detroit pitcher 
who would beat Boston, and nothing 
was said about the Tigers tossing games 
to the White Sox. 

Bob Hasbrook, a former Sox infielder, 
startled the commissioner with his 
testimony that. the Sox pool was dis- 
cussed at the Boston ball park, a point 
that had never been mentioned by any 
previous witness. Landis called on each 
of the former Sox and each denied it. 
Hasbrook was excluded from the meet- 
ing, he said, but Gandil told him a 
pool was being spoken of as a present 
for the Detroit pitchers.

LONDON IS NOT ALARMED 


Shanghai, Saturday, Jan. 8 (By A. 
P.).—Rioting by Chinese against the 
British concession at Kiukiang, 450 
miles west of Shanghai, has been fol- 
lowed by looting, mostly by Chinese 
soldiers, a dispatch sent from that city 
to Shanghai, Saturday, said. 

The position of foreigners was de- 
scribed in the message as “absolutely 
intolerable,” and local authorities were 
declared to be utterly unable to con- 
trol the situation. 3 

The British concession has been 
evacuated. On Thursday 258 British 
women and children and a few men 
were placed aboard gunboats and sailed 
for Shanghai. 

Dispatches from Hankow; mob-ridden 
since Monday, state that 60 American 
women and ciiildren embarked on_a 
British merchant ship for Shanghai 
Thursday night following the example 
of the British women and children, who 
departed Wednesday. 

Women and children of other -foreign 
nationalities were advised -to leave, 
leading foreign men declaring they had 
no confidence in the promises of the 
Cantonese government officials that 
they would preserve order. 

The dispatches, filed as late as 1 a. 
m. Saturday, reported that the situa- 
tion was still most tense as a result of 
the antiforeign speeches and propa- 
ganda which caused the attacks upon 
the British concession district Monday 
and Tuesday by thousands of angry 
Chinese.

TAUNTS OF GARRETT

Leaders, Confident of Victory, 
Suddenly See Advantage 
Turned to Rout. 


OHIOAN WINS IN PLEA

The House of Representatives refused 
to vote against Calvin Coolidge yester- 
day when “big navy” enthusiasts and 
Democratic leaders made the President 
rather than an appropriation to com- 
merce. construction of three cruisers 
the issue. 

Party lines were broken on the fight 
against the chief executive and they 
were disrupted for him. Democrats as 
well as Republicans voted to sustain 
the President after that one test had 
become paramount during the debate 
on the bill. The bill as a whole -4was 
eventually approved by the House and 
now goes to the Senate. 

Regardless of the fact that the stal- 
warts of the administration deserted 
the White House, the lower branch of 
Congress as a whole voted on a teller 
vote by a margin of 2, 137 to 135, 
against the Tilson amendment, which 
would have appropriated $450,000 to 
begin construction on the remaining 
three cruisers of the 1924 program at 
once. On a record vote to recommit 
the amendment lost, 185 to 161. 

In doing so the House refused to fol- 
low its Speaker, who not only voted 
for the amendment but took the floor 
to disagree with the President’s posi- 
tion. It refused to follow Representa- 
tive John Q. Tilson, of Connecticut, 
Republican floor leader, but rather 
went the way which the watchful eye 
of Frank W. Stearns, the President's 
confidant, has directed for the past two 
days from the House gallery. 


Masterful Address by Burton. 


In this course the House was led by 
Representative Theodore E. Burton, of 
Ohio, in as masterful an oratorical vic- 
tory as Congress has witnessed in the 
last decade. 

Republican leaders were confident be- 
fore the veteran Ohio member addressed 
the House that they had the votes to 
| put over the cruiser project. It was 
| because they sensed the temper of the 
| House, or thought they did, that the 
Harsconiaes leaders had committed them- 

selves to the increase in our naval

| It was because of this same convic- 
_tion that Speaker Nicholas Longworth, 
of Ohio, rose from a seat in the House 
and said: 

“We owe a duty to our colleagues in 
i'this matter, but we owe a greater duty 
| to the American people. The disarma- 
‘ment treaty meant that the 5-5-8 
|ratio should not be exceeded; certainly 
it is our duty not to go below it.” 

Yet these convictions which were 
fixed in the minds of House leaders 
went for naught when Representative 
Burton, the elder statesman of the 
| House, creator of the interparliamen- 
| tary union and a lifelong advocate of 
means of assuring peace on this earth, 
asked the House not to commit this 
country to a martial step after the 
other nations of the world in the past 
twelve months had demonstrated their 
desire for peace. 

Burton Often Applauded. 

He addressed a House that listened 
in rapt attention, that applauded him 
whenever it could gain the opportunity 
and that at the close of his address 
rose almost to the man, regardless of 
their views, to cheer him. The in- 
fluence of what this one Man said was 
beyond doubt a determining factor

| Next in the help which was given to 
Calvin Coolidge was Finis Garrett, of 
Tennessee, Democratic leader. The

Utilities Plan, Stull Tells 
Citizens Council. 


CONGRESSIONAL ‘ACTION 
DEEMED BEST METHOD 


Bus Competition Is Feared 
for Possible Too Drastic 
Financial Effect. 


Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant to the 
engineer commissioner, addressed the 
citizens’ advisory council last night on 
the proposed traction merger, urging 
approval of the public utility commis- 
sion’s bill now pending before Congress 
and designed to induce the stree§ car 
companies to consolidate to escape 
higher taxation. 

The only discussion by members of 
the council came in the form of ques- 
tions addressed to Covell and, due to 
lack of full attendance, the bill was 
not brought to a vote, but was made a 
special order of business for next Fri- 
day evening. 

Harry N. Stull, recorder of the coun- 
cil, told Maj. Covell that he had sub- 
mitted the commission’s bill to a dozen 
lawyers, a substantial majority of whom 
had expressed serious doubt as to its 
validity because in effect it states that 
the street car companies will be taxed 
more heavily if they do not merge. 

W. I. Swanton countered by saying 
that he, too, had asked numerous at- 
torneys for opinions on the measure 
and all had said they believed it to be 
“enforceable.” 


Four Methods Discussed. 


Covell said four methods to induce 
the companies to consolidate had been 
discussed, namely, the bill, unlimited 
motorbus competition for the street 
car companies if they did not merge, 
revocation of their charters for-failure 
to get together and: some form of pub- 
lic ownership and operation. He said: 

“The commission believes congres- 
sional action would be the correct way. 
Congress never has said affirmatively to 
the companies that it desired them to 
merge. Personally, I believe if that 
body should take such action it would 
bring about a consolidation in the near 
future. 

“The second method, motorbus com- 
petition, is like amputation, to be ap- 
plied thoughtfully. I believe it would 
bring a merger, but it might bring 
some other things also, and not 60 
desirable. It would punish the com- 
panies financially, perhaps bring one or 
both of them to receivership. It is 
like robbery with a gun. ‘You don’t 
want to threaten it unless ready to 
shoot. If we enfranchised numerous 
bus lines, what would we do with them 
if the companies merged later? It 
would be unjust to revoke the fran- 
chises. It would be costly to buy them 
back. 

Power With 


“Congress has the power to modify 
or revoke the companies’ charters, but 
if it did so, the companies certainly 
would go into court to combat it. 

“The commission is against public 
ownership, and so am I, believing there 
are difficulties inherent in it that can 
not be overcome. I don’t believe man- 
agement would be so efficient.” 

The council appointed Chairman J. 
G. Yaden, Stull and Dr. George H. 
Richardson as a committee of three to 
atetnd hearings on the. budget before 
the District subcommittee of the House 
committee on appropriations. 

A bill providing for a parole commis- 
sion was disapproved, as also was the 
bill to regulate sale of firearms in its 
present form. Approval was voted for 
bills to provide for detention of fugi- 
tives from justice arrested in the Dis- 
trict, to amend procedure in condemna- 
tion of land for park purposes and to 
amend the law regulating architects.

SEWER CASE HALTED

Pittsburgh Bank Shut; 
Reserve Falls Short 


Pittsburgh, Jan. 7 (By A. P.).—The 
Pittsburgh Deposit & Title Co., with 
8,000 depositors and total assets of 
$1,231,898, was closed today by the 
Pennsylvania State department of 
banking when it was discovered that 
the institution’s reserve was short of 
the legal requirement. Special Bank- 
ing Department Deputy Frank W.

( Jackson, in a statement, reported that 
his examiners found the reserve short- 
age. He added that because of the 
non-liquid character of the assets— 
mortgages for the most part—the bank 
had been unable to maintain the re- 
quired legal reserve. He said it ap- 
peared that there was a considerable 
shrinkage in the mortgage investment 
account, .arising out of recent loans 
on building operations which builders 
were unable to complete owing to lack 
of capital.

POTOMAC IN EFFORT 
10 FIND MRS ROUCK 


Stained Scarf Found in the 
River by Duck Hunter 
Gives New Clewy 


HUSBAND DENIES FABRIC 
BELONGED TO HIS WIFE 


Nurse Girl Says She Wore It 
Day She Disappeared 
From Home. 


The search for Mrs. Gladys W. Houck, 
who disappeared December 14, will go 
back to where it started this morning, 
when harbor police again will drag the 
Potomac river off Giesboro point. This 
time the police will take their grap- 
pling hooks into deeper water and will 
cover a greater area. 

The decision to resume dragging was 
reached by Inspector Henry G. Pratt, 
chief of detectives, after Margaret 
Wines, a 14-year-old nursemaid, for- 
merly employed in the Houck home, 
had positively identified a woolen scarf 
found in the river as one that had been 
worn by Mrs. Houck. 

George Bashford, a navy yard em- 
ploye, who picked up the scarf Christ- 
mas morning while he was in a skiff 
hunting ducks, said last night that he 
did ‘not think the scarf belonged to 
Mrs. Houck. 

In Bashford’s opinion, the scarf was 
lost by another duck hunter. There 
were several on the river that day, he 
said. Bashford also was of the opinion 
that the dark spots on the scarf were 
caused by blood of a duck. 


Scarf to Be 


Dr. Knutt Houck, husband of the 
missing woman, said yesterday after- 
noon that the scarf did not belong to 
his wife. On being pressed, he said 
that it “might” have been owned by 
her. Dr. Houck, who is undergoing 
mental observation at Walter Reed hos- 
pital, is being technically held for “in- 
vestigation” until the fate of his wife 
has been determined. She disappeared 
following a quarrel with him. . 

Headquarters Detective Ben Kuehling 
showed the scarf to a half dozen 
friends of Mrs. Houck in the course of 
the day, but none of them was able to 
recall seeing her wear it. Some of those 
interviewed, however, had not seen Mrs. 
Houck since the winter set in: 

Two important questions in connec- 
tion -with the scarf will be answered 
today, namely, whether the spots on it 
were caused by human blood and how 
long it would float. 

The scarf was found floating in the 
water eleven days after Mrs. Houck dis- 
appeared. Those investigating the case 
are sure that if Mrs..Houck committed 
Suicide or was murdered, it happened 
December 14, the day she disappeared. 
Then, they ask, if the scarf was that

of Mrs. Houck, where was it during the 


eleven days that elapsed before’ it was 
found? 
Detectives Are Divided. 

George Bashford, the man who found 
it, says that he doesn’t beieve the 
scarf had been in the water more than 
an hour when he found it. He believes 
that it would be water logged within 
an hour. E. M. Schenke, a textile ex- 
pert at the bureau of standards, said 
last night, however, that it was pos- 
sible for a scarf to stay afloat from an 
hour to several weeks, depending on 
the texture of the wool and the grav- 
ity of the water. He said he could tell 
nothing about the scarf found by Bas- 
ford until he has seen it and tested it. 

Inspector Pratt said last night that 
he would probably send the scarf to 
the bureau of standards to have it 
tested. Whether the spots on the scarf 
are human blood will be known today 
when the District chemist completes 
an analysis that was started yesterday. 

Meanwhile, detectives are divided as 
to the fate of Mrs. Houck. One of 
them is convinced that she was mur- 
dered and her body thrown in the 
river.

Consideration for the diplomatic im- 
munity that sheathed his opponent,

2 CADETS ARE KILLED 


San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 7 (By A. P.), 
Cadets Richard E. Terrell, 22, and 
Charles Shields, 22, both members of 
the attack section of the advanced fiy- 
ing school at Kelly fleld here, were 
Killed instantly today when their ships 
collided at 1,500 feet altitude and fell 
to earth in tall spins.

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THE UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 

The prompt and adequate measures 
taken by President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg to meet the emergency that 
has arisen in the relations between: the 
United States and Mexico, and the 
declaration of American policy by Presi- 
dent Coolidge are heartily approved by 
all Americans whose opinions are formed 
by the facts as they develop. The 
reticence of the government has made it 
difficult for the people to grasp the full 
Significance of events in Nicaragua, and 
has enabled self-appointed guardians of 
the American conscience to charge that 
the government is pursuing a brutal 
course in. opposing Mexican intrigue in 
Central America. But the truth is 
coming out, and is proving that Presi- 
dent Coolidge is doing nothing more nor 
less than his duty. 

Communism in Nicaragua has been 
halted by the United States before 
Americans could be robbed and murder- 
ed, and before a government could be set 
up which would attempt to destroy the 
rights acquired by the United States for 
the defense of the Panama canal. A 
government in Nicaragua, created by the 
people through their congress, has been 
recognized by the United States and is 
now being supported against Mexican 
assault. There is no possibility that the 
Sacasa-Calles “‘revolution” will overturn 
the established government of Nicaragua. 

The hold of the Calles communist 
regime in Mexico is visibly weakening. 
Mexicans are stirring in all parts of the 
republic, driven to desperation by the 
exactions and tyranny of the junta that 
has obtained control.of the governmental 
machinery. It seems quite probable that 
before the United States will be called 
upon to withdraw recognition of. the 
Calles regime it will have been over- 
thrown by the Mexican people and their 
army. Calles is compelling his soldiers 


to shoot down .their own countrymen, . 


whose cause the soldiers themselves 
espouse. This can not continue. It is 
the last resort of Mexican usurpers, and 
is the invariable torerunner of a revolt 
on the part of the army. 

As soon as the rapidly increasing tur- 
moil in Mexico produces a popular leader 
the army and the people will unite and 
destroy the Calles regime, root and 
branch. ‘That regime has robbed the 
Mexican people:and attempted to destroy 
their most sacred rights. The over- 
Whelming majority of the people are 
waiting for an opportunity to throw off 
Calles and the crowd that surrounds him. 
Tf Calles should manage to hold power 
long enough to begin the confiscation of 
American property the Washington gov- 
ernment will have no other alternative 
than to withdraw recognition of the 
Calles regime, which will have violated 
the terms under which recognition was 
extended. 

It is too much to expect that the Calles 
government will retrace the steps it has 
taken in the direction of its own destruc- 
tion. Pride in tyrannical rulers forbids 
them io- acknowledge that they have 
made mistakes and that they are power- 
less ‘to tyrannize long over a liberty- 
loving people. They redouble their re- 
strictive measures and resort to force to 
quell the people. Then comes the ex- 
plosion. This is the trend of events in 
Mexico under the dictator Calles. But

A RADIO INVENTION. 


Dr. Palmer H. Craig, youthful head of the 
department of physics at Mercer university, 
has invented a simple device which, if suc- 
cessful, will revolutionize radio reception. A 
block of substance resembling sulphur, about 
an inch thick, 3 inches long and 2 inches wide, 
encases a series of about ten thin bismuth 
plates piled one on top of another, with wires 
running between them and protruding from 
the top. When connected to a radio set the 
inventor claims that the device does away 
with all tubes, both detectors and amplifiers, 
and renders umnecessary the present equip- 
ment of batteries. ‘Presumably perfect loud- 
speaker reception will now be possible, using 
as a receiver power source only that voltage 
generated by the new device itself. 

In radio, as in so many other modern de- 
vices, the first cost is trivial compared to the 
cost of upkeep. Owners of dry ‘battery sets 
have found it necessary to replace their power 
source with annoying frequency. Storage bat- 
teries also have to be recharged at regular in- 
tervals, and the most satisfactory set today is 
the one which operates from the house light- 
ing current. Even with the power source set- 
tled in this manner, however, there remains 
the problem of the tube equipment, which 
also has a limited life. 

Both problems are solved, however, if the 
invention of Dr. Craig proves practicable. Al- 
though he claims to have received an offer of 
a considerable sum from one of the best known 
radio manufacturing companies for the rights 
to the device, the public will take the an- 
nouncement with a grain of salt. It seems too 
good to be true, that the millennium is at hand, 
bringing a radio receiving set which requires 
no: attention from or replacements by the 
owner.

Afforded Aid to Obregon. 


When Obregon had been recognized 
by the United States and appealed for 
assistance against enemies carrying on & 
revolution against him, Charles Evans 
Hughes on December 31, 1923, made the 
following statement: 

“A government that has made 4 
zealous effort to meet its obligations 
at home and. abroad has been assailed 
and an attempt is being made to over- 
throw it by -violence. It has appealed 
to this government for aid to the end 
that order may be restored and pre- 
served and constitutional procedure 
followed. 

“This government can not be insen- 
sible to such an appeal and it has re- 
sponded with its support in behalf 
of. stability and orderfy constitutional 
procedure in: best interests of all con- 
cerned.”’ 

At the beginning of yesterday’s White 
House conference with the press, the 
White House spokesman said the Presi- 
dent had received several telegrams 
from publications in the country ask- 
ing specific questions about the Nica- 
raguan situation. One message in- 
quired as to the reason for landing 
American marines in Nicaragua. The 
purpose of landing marines, it was 
stated on behalf of the President, was 
to protect lives and property and the 
interests which the American govern- 
ment itself has in that territory. This 
reference referred to America’s right to 
build’ a canal and to take measures to 
protect the Panama canal and provide 
for the safety of the American people 
in the event of future emergency.

Attacks Right of Diaz. 


“Now the result of it is that we have 
recognized those who started the revo- 
lution against the legally and constitu- 
tionally elected president and vice pres- 
ident. Diaz hasn’t any more right un- 
der the constitution to: be president 
than any other person in Nicaragua 
whom we might choose. Diaz is presi- 
dent in violation of every provision of 
the constitution and in violation ‘of the 
five-power treaty in Central America, 
and is held there by sheer force of for- 
eign arms.” 

The time has not yet been set for 
Secretary Kellogg’s appearance before 
the Senate foreign relations committee. 
Mr. Kellogg is willing to appear and 
give the committee all the information 
that can be supplied at this time ex- 
omg ca of the administration's pol- 
cy. 

There is reason to believe that a 
number of Senate leaders have already 
been informed of certain serious and 
menacing aspects of the situation, par- 
ticularly with reference to Mexican ac- 
tivities. With the exception of Sen- 
ators Borah and Wheeler, there has been 
a tendency among senators to refrain 
from any comment which might embar- 
rass the delicate situation or encourage 
Calles to believe that he can rely on 
American support if he attempts to 
break down the carrying out of the 
present policy of the United States. 


U. S.-Difficulties in South 
Increased, British Hold 


London, Jan. 7 (By A, P,),—Extended 
comments on the Nicaraguan situation 
and the position of the United States 
in the controversy between the two fac- 
tions are printed by the London week- 
ly reviews. 

“The .whole of Central and South 
America,” says the Spectator, “will be 
further excited against the Monroe Doc- 
trine. The shield will be regarded as 
a dagger.” This paper admits that the 
United States could not look on quietly 7 ™.,

The Nation declares that the Ameri- aaanrrers 
can State Department “will have to find 
a way out of the dilemma created by 
Admiral Latimer’s action,” and thinks 
there can be no doubt that if Presi- 
dent Coolidge should order the unquali- 
fied withdrawal of the American 
marines “he would discover he had done 
a thoroughly popular thing.” 

The New Statesman remarks that 
“Monroeism as an instrument or 
method of American policy, is being 
practically transformed by the Coolidge 
administration.” It says the general sit- 
uation between the United States and 
Latin America is of greatest interest 
and importance and is a situation of 
immense complexity. 

“Mr. Coolidge is cautious and pacific,” 
it adds, “and he is fully aware ‘that the 
majority of opinion in the United States 
is set against any form of aggressive 
policy in Central America.” 

In conclusion the New Statesman 
says that during the past decade, under 
the successive Secretaries of State, from 
Mr. Bryan to Mr. Kellogg, the State De- 
partment “has undoubtedly created or 


intensified its difficulties in Central 
America.”

Protection Paramount Issue. 


Mr. Coolidge was represented by the 
White House spokesman as regarding 
protection of American lives and prop- 
erty as a paramount obligation, and it 
was made equally emphatic that such 
protection could not be secured in 
Nicaragua if Mexicans were permitted 
to ship arms and munitions tod the 
revolutionists bent on destroying the 
constitutional government recognized 
by the United States and the majority 
of the Central American republics. . 

The President has no doubt that arms 
and munitions have been shipped from 
Mexicans to Nicaragua. He has noted 
the various cables and dispatches in 
the press to this effect and he has 
found that official advices to the gov- 
ernment of the United States bear out 
the press statements. He did not say 
that the Mexican government itself had 
sent these arms, but the White House 
spokesman made it clear that they 
came from Mexicans.

Furthermore, President Coolidge was

HE pointer for today is: 
Players should be familiar with 
the exceptions to the denial rule. 
Yesterday's article gave five hands 
supposed to be held by North, South 
(Dealer) having bid one Spade and West 
having passed, the question in each 
was what North should declare. 
1. Sp.: X-X-X. Ht.: Ace-King-Jack- 
x-x. Di.: x. Cl.: Ace-Jack-x-x. 
Pass. To bid two Hearts is tempting 
with that strength; but the suit has 


not the length to justify a seeming: 


denial of normal support for South’s 
Spades. South might not rebid Spades 
after North had denied them, and yet 
the combined hands might have a 
game with Spades and not with Hearts. 
The short Diamonds make it probable 
that North will be forced to ruff that 
suit early, and it is better to ruff from 
Dummy than from the Closed Hand.

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DIET AND RHEUMATISM. 
M. writes: Somie time give us an 
N article on food to avoid for those 
* subject to rheumatism or the 
pain of neuritis, which is often con- 
fused with rheumatism. 

My grandfater and father wefe both 
crippled and joints drawn with rheu- 
matism, yet they lived to an advanced 
age. I am 40 and suffer from changes 
of weather; pains in joints, and evli- 
dently I am headed in the same direc- 
tion. There are lots of sufferers from 
rheumatism in this country. But in 
giving diets, remember we. have to 
work, and please don’t cut off things 
that science is not positive about. We 
believe an article on rheumatism would 
be beneficial. 

REPLY. 

You need not worry about my cutting 
your diet to a point where it would not 
furnish you fuel enough to carry on 
your work. We do not Know much 
about that great grab bag called rheu- 
matism, but we do know that the 


thousand and one rheumatism diets | 


are without foundation in fact. This 
has been a fruitful field for the food 
faddist, and in no other field has he 
been more completely shown up as un- 
dependable and wild-eyed. 

Barker and Cole say in their book on 
rheumatism: “How crying is the need 
for common sense in the matter of diets 
for rheumatism! Heére faddists have 
often held full sway. It would seem as 
though no combination of foods had 
‘been left untried in chronic arthritis. 
Some have insisted upon the elimina- 
tion of meat and eggs. Others have 
urged abstinence from cereal products. 
All sorts of bizarre dietetic proposals 
have been made. ‘Tomatoes, lemons, 
oranges, grapefruit, white bread and 
various other articles of food have 
come under the ban.’’ 

They conclude their passages on this 
subject by saying: “Common sense is 
the best diet in chronic arthritis.” The 
same can be said about acute arthritis. 

Acute rheumatic fever is an infection 
characterized by fever, highly acid 
urine, swollen painful joints, micro- 
scopic patches of degeneration in the 
joints and heart. During the height of 
the fever it will be just as well if the 
patient eats little or nothing. The 
proper dieting of any person suffering 
from a short, sharp infection consists in 
persuading him to sip a straw and be 
satisfied. As little food as the kind 
friends will,allow should be the rule.. 
To satisfy the onlookers, a little milk 
or a little vegetable soup and plenty of 
water, one way or another, is allowable.

Acute rheumatism causes an excess of 
acidity, and it is better to run to such 
alkali producing foods as vegetable 
soups, potatoes and fruits. 


Acute rheumatism is an exhausting, 
anemia-producing disease. Therefore 
-during convalescence from acute rheu- 
matic fever, good, nutritious, blood- 
— foods are likely to be called 

or. 


What’s common sense, therefore, 
while the fever is running high is just 
the other thing during convalescence. 
Peas, beans, raisins, green vegetables, 
yellow of egg, juicy meats, and the 
bran of grains are blood building foods. 


Neuritis is an infection with a loca- 
tion in a nerve. From the standpoint of 
dieting it more nearly in the class with 
the chronic forms of rheumatism. 

There are many disorders which go by 
the group name of rheumatism. In 
just one of them is diet a factor of 
importance, and, as a rule, that one Is 
not thrown into the rheumatism grab 
bag. The one referred to is gout. 


If a person can be certain his rheu- 
matism is gout he should diet. Thig 
can be decided by finding excess of 
uric acid in the blood, by finding gouty 
patches under the skin near joints and 
Bround the ears, and by the nature of 
the attacks. 


A person with gout should live large- 
ly on vegetables and fruits. Potatoes is 
the one superlative food. He should 
avoid wines and alcoholic beverages 
generally. Feasts should be taboo. Beef 
tea, sweetbreads, kidneys, liver and 
meats are harmful. At the same time 
he should east some meat, eggs, bread 
and cereals. 


The people who have the more ordin- 
ary kinds of chronic’ rheumatism will 
do well to eat what other people around 
them eat. As a rule, they can trust 
what’s called “instinct” just as well as 
anybody can. They should not be heavy 
meat eaters or heavy coffee drinkers, 
or go to extremes in any way. So far 
as we know, there is no diet which is 
either specifically good or specifically 
bad in chronic rheumatism. 


EATING LATE AT NIGHT.

REPLY. 

Eating it at 1 o’clock in the morning 
is not injurious in itself.

WHY COLOR HAIR. 


HE other day I saw a woman who 
had become alarmed at the first 
appearance of a gray hair or two 

and had started to apply henna. After 
numerous applications of the henna, 
her hair took on an unpleasant, brick- 
red shade that not only looked un- 
natural, but made her appear much 
older than gray or even white hairs 
would have done. She told me that 
she now realized that and wished to 
discontinue the use of any artificial 
coloring, but dreaded the “wearing-off” 
process. Could she take off all effects 
of the henna instantaneously? 

The answer to that is that there is 
no preparation that will satisfactorily 
make the reddish shade disappear im-. 
mediately. It has to wear off, and its 
penalty is that that is often unpleas- 
ant and embarrassing. One might sim- 
ply to take the best possible care of 
the hair and scalp, and have patience 
until the unnatural color gradually dis- 
appears.

As time goes on, it makes the hair 
more and more red, and it is always 
messy to apply. In the end, the hair 
has taken on a harsh, unattractive 
color, obviously unnatural and the op- 
posite of youthful looking.

| At Tampa Sheriff L. M. Hiers. of 
| Hillsborough county, announced it was 
his opinion “the Tampa Jockey club 
| Will stage no horse racing in this coun- 
| ty this winter.” The statement fol- 
| lowed conviction of Harry Myers, Coy- 
| ington, Ky., on charges of. conspiracy to 
| Violate the State antigambling laws in 
| connection with the West Coast Jockey 
_Club’s program at Tampa Downs last 
| winter. Myers was president of the 
| club, which is now defunct. 


Lack of available herses at the 
| track was given as the reason for 
today’s suspension at Pompano. 
| Track officials who were ‘at Talle- 
hassee to. attend the supreme court 
hearing on the supersedeas petition 
had already announced that the 
program would go forward “with 
out sale ef the certificates” until 
the court had disposed of the case.

The injunction against the sale of

Director of Traffic M: O. Eldridge 
yesterday revived his plan to ban park- 
ing altogether in the downtown dis- 
trict and threatened to place it 
effect if the District Court of Appeals 
upholds Police Court Judge John P 
McMahon's decision that parking can 
not be prohibited at shipping en- 
trances. 4 

Courts tn Philadelphia have made a 
ruling similar to that of Judge Mc- 


Mahon’'s that designation of shipping 
entrances shows discrimination between 


commercial and passenger vehicles and | 


is therefore illegal 

This was revealed by Eldridge in com- 
menting on replies he had- received 
from telegrams he sent to fourteen 
cities to ascertain what they are do- 


ing about shipping entrances. Replies 


from nine municipalities. indicated 
that they set aside shipping entrances 
Philadelphia is now proposing to elimi- 
nate parking altogethér in commercial 
centers. 


Opposed by Merchants. 


Eldridge and his assistant, I. C. Moi- 
ler. first proposed the general parking 
ban downtown when the first set of 
traffic regulations was being drafted in 


the spring of 1925 They had named 
a committee of citizens to aid them and 
representatives of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers association on this com- 
mittee raised such opposition 
was abandoned for the time, Eldridge 
and Moller predicting that the mer- 
chants would come to the all-parking 
ban sooner or later 

The traffic director said yesterday 
that he ts not tn favor of abolition of 
parking “at this time,” but that the 
step would be inevitable if Judge Mc- 
Mahon's ruling is supported in the up- 
ser courts.

Built on Lightfoot Tract, 
in Georgetown. 


1,000 LIFE MEMBERS 
WILL BE AIM OF CLUB 


Zoning Change Would Raise 
Height Restriction on Homer 
Building Site. 


Plans are afoot to provide Washing- 
ton with a public swimming pool on 
the Lightfoot tract at the intersection 
of Reservoir and Ridge roads in George- 
town. An organization to float the 
project, known as the Washington 
Bwimming club, has been formed. On 
its board of directors are Walter P 
Johnson, veteran star pitcher of. the 
Nationals; J. Harry Cunningham, of the 
Washington Board of Trade; Merritt O 
Chance, C. T. Kingsbury and Wilton J 
Lambert 

This was revealed yesterday when the 
zoning commission issued a list of pro- 
posed changes in classification of prop- 
erty to be the subjects of a public hear- 
ing in the board room of the District 
building, January 19. The list Bore 
the following notation. 


“Changes from residential A restrict-. 


ed area, to firat commercial C area 
sundry parcels at Reservoir and Ridge 
roada northwest, knovn as the Light- 
foot tract.” 

Inquiry revealed that ten acres have 
been purchased by the Washington 
Swimming club and plans have been 
drafted for a pool 300 feet long, 215 
feet wide at one end, tapering to 100 
feet in width at the other, with an 
electric fountain in the center, @ sand- 
beach, a clubhouse, with lockers and a 
stadium. 


To Have 1,000 Members. 


It is planned to have a pool holding 
more than 1,000,000 gallons of filtered 
water changing at the rate of 1.250 ga)l- 
lons a minute, providing a complete 
change of water every twelve hours 
The club is intended to consist of 
1,000 life members; who would pay $300 
each, but the pool will be open to the 
public, with an admission fee, unless 
opposition to the proposed zoning 
change should develop and defeat the 
project.

The change involves more than the 
one aite, however The Washington 
chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects recently launched a move- 
ment to permit greater ceiling heigh 
on the first floors of buildings, for 
architectural effect, and the organiza- 
tion has applied to the zoning commuis- 
sion to change all 110-foot Dullding 
height limits to 120 feet, without in- 
creasing the number of stories per- 
mitted in each building above eleven 
the present limit. This will permit a 
first story 14 feet high and 9', feet 
for each of the others. The commission 
has not. announced a hearing on this 
general proposal.
